Places  are  only  available  for  children  of  women  who  are  unmarried,  widowed, 
separated,  having  to  work  because  of  a  dependent  husband,  or  by  reason  of  illness 
or  confinement  are  unable  to  look  after  their  families,  and  children  from  families 
who  are  living  in  conditions  inimical  to  the  proper  care  of  young  children,  and 
exceptionally  children  from  a  famity  where  the  father  is  himself  endeavouring  to 
bring  up  a  family  but  can  secure  no  one  to  look  after  a  child  under  5  years  of 
age  during  ordinary  working  hours.

VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX. 

Facilities  for  vaccination,  free  of  direct  cost,  against  smallpox  are  available 
for  infants  at  all  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  all  Medical  Practitioners  have  been  invited 
to  participate  in  the  scheme. 

Vaccine  Lymph  can  be  obtained  from  the  County  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  by 
all  medical  practitioners  carrying  out  vaccination  under  the  County  Council’s 
arrangements. 
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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 


Facilities  for  immunisation,  free  of  cost,  are  available  at  all  Child  Welfare 
Centres,  and  at  special  Immunising  Clinics,  and  all  Medical  Practitioners  have  been 
invited  to  participate  in  the  scheme,  which  provides  for  free  immunisation  against 
diphtheria.  The  child  should  normally  have  the  first  injection  between  the  ages  of 
eight  months  and  one  year  ;  and  reinforcing  doses  shortly  before  starting  school  and 
again  at  nine  years  of  age. 

Supplies  of  A.P.T.  and  T.A.F.  can  be  obtained  from  the  County  Laboratory, 
Maidstone,  by  all  practitioners  carrying  out  immunisation  under  the  County 
Council’s  arrangements. 


DOMESTIC  HELP. 

This  service  is  to  provide  domestic  help  for  households  where  such  help  is  re¬ 
quired  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying  in,  and  expectant  mothers, 
mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.  Householders 
are  required  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  in  accordance  with  their  means.

COUNTY  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  provision  of  a  comprehensive  ambulance 
service  throughout  the  County.  Other  than  in  cases  of  accident  and  emergency, 
no  ambulance  or  car  will  be  provided  except  on  the  recommendation  of  a  doctor, 
midwife,  hospital  or  District  Officer. 

To  facilitate  the  call-out  of  ambulance  in  cases  of  accident  or  emergency,  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  with  the  Post  Office  Authorities  for  such  calls  to  be  passed 
automatically  to  the  nearest  manned  fire  station  the  staff  of  which  will  assume  the 
responsibility  of  dealing  with  the  emergency.  The  arrangement  will  not  operate 
where  direct  lines  exist  between  public  call  boxes  and  ambulance  stations. 

The  service  will  be  provided  by  (a)  vehicles  provided  and  manned  by  the  County 
Council ;  (b)  vehicles  operated  and  manned  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade, 
British  Red  Cross  Society  and  the  Margate  Ambulance  Corps  acting  as  agents  of  the 
Council  and  (c)  sitting  case  cars  provided  through  the  Hospital  Car  Service  as  the 
agents  of  the  Council.

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  for  the  continuance  of  the  Medical  Loan  Depots  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council.  The  full  range  of  nursing  requisites  will  be  available  at  these 
depots  and  details  of  the  addresses  and  the  times  the  depots  are  open  for  distribution 
are  available  in  the  district  offices.  These  arrangements  will  be  in  addition  to  the 
loan  cupboards  kept  by  District  Nurses.  The  depots  will  deal  with  all  applications 
for  the  loan  of  nursing  requisites. 


HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

Hospital  and  specialist  services,  including  institutions  for  the  chronic 
sick,  mental  homes,  maternity  homes,  convalescent  homes,  dispensaries  and 
out-patient  department  are  administered  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards 
set  up  by  the  Minister  of  Health.  The  Southeast  Metropolitan  Regional 
Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  all  hospitals  in  Kent,  but  for  day 
to  day  administration  Hospital  Management  Committees  are  set  up  to  deal 
with  groups  of  hospitals. 

The  District  Officer  is  supplied  with  particulars  relating  to  each  hospital 
in  his  district,  but  generally  speaking  admission  to  hospital  is  a  matter  for  the  doctor 
in  charge  of  the  patient  and  he  will  make  arrangements  direct  with  the  hospital 
authorities,  calling  upon  the  County  Ambulance  Service  for  the  removal  of  the 
patient  to  hospital  where  this  is  considered  necessary.

3.  Carrying  out  the  duties  of  the  County  Council  under  the  National  Assistance 
Act  in  (a)  arranging  admissions  of  old,  handicapped  and  homeless  people  to 
residential  establishments  other  than  in  cases  of  sickness  ;  (b)  the  care  of  moveable 
property  of  patients  who  are  admitted  to  hospital  or  a  residential  establishment 
provided  by  the  Council  where  it  appears  that  there  is  danger  of  loss  or  damage 
to  the  property.

CEMENT  DUST  NUISANCE 
Thames-side  Cement  Works — Position  in  May,  1951 

Extract  from  Report  by  Deputy  Chief  Inspector  of  Alkali  etc.,  Works. 

“  It  is  appreciated  that  there  has  been  no  long  period  of  dry  N.E.  wind  and  that 
the  weather  has,  in  general,  been  such  that  dust  accumulations  were  unlikely.  Never- 
the-less  progress  has  been  made  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  programme  outlined 
although  steel  shortage  is  causing  delays  not  forseen  at  the  time  the  schedule  was 
mapped  out. 

The  effect  is  perhaps  most  marked  from  our  viewpoint  at  Swanscombe  where 
the  end  of  this  year  is  not  now  likely  to  see  the  full  quota  of  electrical  precipitators 
overhauled  and  at  work  and  where  the  modernisation  of  the  packing  plant  is  likely 
to  be  further  delayed. 

Delays  consequent  on  the  steel  position  are  still  more  to  be  regretted  in  that 
evidence  is  accumulating  that  some  electrical  precipitators  which  it  was  hoped  would 
operate  without  major  overhaul  for  a  period  of  five  years  may  now  by  reason  of 
corrosion  of  metal  parts  have  to  have  such  overhaul  within  three  years. 

There  have  also  been  delays  in  getting  deliveries  of  wool  for  bag  filter  units 
used  for  de-dusting  the  low  level  emissions  from  grinding,  bagging  and  the  like. 

All  these  have  impeded  the  rate  of  progress,  but  have  not,  of  course,  stopped  it. 
The  programme  of  levelling  and  grassing  continues  with  gratifying  results  especially 
South  of  the  River  Thames. 

With  regard  to  works  North  of  the  River  Thames  the  kiln  at  Tunnel  Works 
unconnected  to  an  electrical  precipitator  at  the  time  of  our  last  discussion  is  now 
so  connected.  There  are  now  five  kilns  out  of  the  seven  at  this  works  (well  over  85% 
of  the  output)  fitted  with  electrical  precipitators.  Of  the  two  small  kilns  not  so  fitted 
it  is  planned  to  replace  one  by  a  rather  larger  kiln  fitted  with  an  electrical  precipitator. 
There  is  still  low  level  emission  from  handling  of  materials  but  this  should  be 
appreciably  reduced  when  the  proposed  new  conveying  system  is  installed. 

I  am  sorry  that  the  past  six  months  have  not  seen  the  progress  hoped  for  but 
the  reason  is,  I  am  convinced,  solely  due  to  failure  to  obtain  deliveries  of  material, 
especially  steel. 

I  shall  be  pleased  to  keep  you  informed  of  the  position.” 


MILK  SUPPLY 


Sterilized  Milk. 

Forty  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  all 
samples  satisfied  the  turbidity  test.

Of  the  twenty-two  samples  taken  from  the  distributors  in  this  district,  two  did 
not  satisfy  the  test. 

Action  and  Result — Investigation  proved  the  cause  due  to  unsatisfactory 
temporary  storage  during  periods  of  distribution. 

Samples  of  School  milk  as  supplied  by  W.  E.  Southwood,  Vale  Road  Dairy, 
Northfleet,  were  taken  monthly  by  the  Public  Health  Department,  Northfleet  Urban 
District  Council,  all  proved  satisfactory. 

There  are  no  dairies  or  bottling  establishments  situated  in  this  district. 

Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947. 

There  are  twenty-two  establishments  in  the  district,  nineteen  are  registered 
for  retail  only,  two  are  registered  to  make  Ice  Cream,  one  with  cold  mix  and  one  with 
heat  treatment  as  prescribed  by  the  regulations.  One  hundred  and  twenty-four 
samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  with  the  result  81  were 
grade  i,  25  of  grade  II,  11  of  Grade  III,  and  7  of  grade  IV. 

The  furnishings  of  Pathologists  reports  to  retailers  proved  effective.  The  sale  of 
Ice  Cream  made  by  two  manufacturers  was  discontinued.

In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  Circular  N.S.  No.  19, 
a  test  was  made  of  the  Sewer  and  was  found  to  be  infested. 

After  post  baiting  the  infestation  was  successfully  dealt  with. 

Surface  Infestations.  Six  major  infestations  were  dealt  with,  four  success¬ 
fully,  the  remaining  two  required  periodical  treatment.  Twenty-eight  minor 
infestations  were  also  successfully  dealt  with. 


REFUSE  COFLECTION. 

One  S.D.  Freighter  (registered  1950)  of  6  cubic  yards  capacity  is  used  for  this 
work,  one  driver  and  four  men  are  employed  on  this  vehicle. 

It  was  necessary  on  occasions  to  utilise  the  Ford  lorry  to  maintain  this  service. 
Approximately  5,052  cubic  yards  were  collected  and  disposed  of. 

The  tip  was  periodically  treated  for  pest  nuisances.
